It is expected that all) 
told the hatchery at Benton Harbor 
will provide 500,000 fry and the same 
rumber is expected to be available ‘at} 
the Comstock Park hatchery’ at 
Grand Rapids. : 

Investigation has shown that there 
are many small streams in the south- 
are! 
adapted to trout. Representatives 
of the hatcheries have been engaged 
for some time in making a survey of 
the streams of the State. so that in 
time the Department of Conserva- 
tion will have very accurate informa- 
tion as to the characteristics of the 
various streams. This survey will 
make the distributing of the avsail- 
able supply of fry much more sim- 
plified than it now is. ; 

Blue Creek, the stream on which; 
the Benton Harbor plant is located,, 
last year yielded a 20-inch rainbow;

to an appeal to cooperate. Since: 
thoge pioneer days the movement has! 
grown rapidly and solidly. Better 
Homes in -America works through 
enlisting the cooperation’ of local 
jcommittees in towns and rural com-' 
jmunities in the task of demonstrat-| 


of living in them. In the 1927 cam- 
paign nearly four thousand | local; 
committees gave tunstintingly of their. 
time and energy to the Better Homes: 
demonstrations. The ‘coming cam-| 
paign will undoubtedly pass the; 
four-thousand mark in number of: 
local. committees participating. It’ 
is significant of the profoundness of j 
the interest in home betterment in, 
America that rarely, does a eom-| 
munity which has once taken part in} 
a Better Homes campaign fail to: 
participate regularly in the ‘cam-, 
ipaigns of following years. ; 
Better Homes in America main- 
itains its central office in Washing- 
ton, D. C., Secretary Hoover is its 
president, President Coolidge; chair- 
man.of its Adviscry Council, and Dr. 
James Ford of the faculty of Harvard | 
University, its active executive head. 
Nearly a score of others, cabinet 
members and civic leaders of na- 
tional repute, aid as advisors or as, 
directors. Better Homes ‘in. Ameri-! 
ca is supported by: voluntary contri- 
butions. . 

The aim of the Better Homes cam-! 
paign is of wide scope. First, the; 
campaign tries through its local 
committees to. show how to build, or 
to rebuild, the house of the family 
of modest means,—to show how far 
for the smallest expenditure to ob- 
tain the best in healthful conditions, 
beauty and permanence of construc- 
tion, and convenience in plan. and 
equipment. In the 1927 campaign it 
is significant that out of 242. houses 
demonstrated the large majority cost 
less than $5,500 apiece.

With maps that ‘this Division 
is now heginning to turn out, it is 
possible for an individual to sit in

concerning any piece of property. 

Among other things, these. maps 
reveal the type of soil, the lay of the 
land, whether it is. cultivated, the 
number of dwellings in the vicinity, 
names of land owners. and the ex- 
tent of their holdings, the condition 
of the roads, and the accessibility of 
such public utilities as railroads, :pow- 
er and communication. When this 
Departinent: has completed mapping 
an area, every body of water ia: in- 
ventoried completely as’ to its adapt- 
ability to various uses, ‘Even the 
hottoms and. shores of the lakes come 
in for serutiny. 

Of. course the Department is only 
getting a foothold. The job is only 
started. At present, complete. in- 
formation is available only on Oge- 
maw and Antrim Counties. Material, 
on three other counties, namely, Al- 
pena, Roscommon .and Menominee, 
has been gathered and is in the hands 
of the printers. Anyone desiring 
complete information about any par- 
cel of land in’ Ogemaw or : Antrim 
County may lave it by securing these 
maps. Maps are availiable for every 
township and. may be purchased for 
a small sum, 

By studying the map, the pro- 
spective purchdfser may see its de- 
tailed picture unroll before his eyes. 
This service is of particular value to 
those who desire to learn about the ° 
physical characteristics of the land. -
